One of the three Americans 
was Clyde L. Anderson of 
American Fork, Utah, a veteran 
engineer with the U.S. Soil Con- 
servation Service. (American 
Fork is a small town on Utah 
Lake.) 

Another was Floyd R. Harbi- 
son of Pittsburgh, Pa., a West- 
inghouse engineer who was on 
his way to Cairo to direct re- 
pairs on a small power station 
in the turbulent Egyptian cap- 
ital. 

The third was Ray L 
son of Marblehead, Mass., 
shoe parts manufacturer. 

These were the three. They 
wore no uniforms, no stars, no 
medals. They carried no cre- 
dentials save passports.

The other two were the best 
diplomats a nation can have. 

There is no record of past per- 
formance. But Clyde Anderson 
was on his way to some dirty, 
unsanitary Arab or African vil- 
lage. There in old work clothes, 
he, an American, would work 
with his hands, would patiently 
teach them how to dig better 
wells, how to irrigate their piti- 
ful crops, how to make terraces, 
protect wells, and otherwise 
husband precious water. 

They would look at him won- 
deringly at first—the American 
willing to dig in the dirt for 
them — and who never taxed 
them or took a goat or sheep in 
payment. They would distrust 
him for a long time, drive him 
to great frustration, but in time 
would love him and follow him 
and have a new picture of the 
United States. 

In India once, a tall old man 
in a tiny village told me, through 
an interpreter, as we watched a 
soil conservation man guiding a 
tractor, ‘‘When they first came 
in khaki clothes we thought they 
were soldiers. Now we know,” 
he said, “they are a new kind 
of soldier.”’ 

Floyd Harbison was going to 
repair a small power station 
near Cairo.

Board Nulls 
Negro Trade 
School Plan 


By ALBERT RILEY 

A proposal for the State De- 
partment of Education to estab- 
lish a trade school for Negroes 
at Albany State College in co-| 
operation with the University Sys- 
tem was rejected Monday by the 
State Board of Education. 

Vice Chairman James S. Peters, 
who made the motion to reject 
the plan, termed it ‘‘fantastic.”’ 
And he told E. L. Cousins, direc- 
tor of Negro education, and 
George Martin, director of Voca- 
tional Education, who submitted 
the proposal, that he wanted to 
hear no more of it. 

This led to a sharp retort from 
Chairman George P. Whitman 
Jr., who told Peters he is ‘‘just 
one member of this board.’’ Whit- 
man, who apparently favored the 
proposal, said he would like for 
Cousins and Martin to see what 
kind of a co-operative arrange- 
ment could be worked out for 
such a school with the Board 
of Regents and officials of Albany 
and Dougherty County. 

Martin finally told the educa- 
tion board that as a simply rou- 
tine matter he would try to work 
out some arrangement for ex- 
pansion of vocational training for 
Negroes at Albany on an area 
basis. 


BACKS STAND 


Whitman supported Cousins 
and Martin in their argument 
that use of the University System 
facilities at Albany State Col- 
lege would provide an opportunity 
for the state to give Negroes 
vocational training such as is 
provided for whites in the trade 
schools at Clarkesville and 
Americus. 

But Peters joined board mem- 
bers Herschel Lovett and Glenn 
Milner in arguing that the De- 
partment of Education does not 
have the money to establish a 
new trade school and expressing | 
fear that the plan would mean 
complex involvement with the 
Board of Regents.

Growing Cancer Menace 


Cancer is not a disease of economic 
groups. It does not spare families or sec- 
tions. And as a killer it seems headed for 
the top of the list. 

That is why the opening of the 1954 
campaign by the American Cancer So- 
ciety today is of significance to all of us. 
Cancer is becoming public health enemy 
No. 1 and must be fought by the united 
effort of the people of the entire nation. 

A total of 76.400 lives were taken last 
year by six principal types of cancer. 
Many of them could have been saved if 
there had existed the proper public con- 
sciousness about the disease. Earlier de- 
tection, the society estimates, could have 
salvaged at least 41,000 of these lives.

“It's springtime and our pastures are 
green,” the dairy ad says, “green with 
thick, sweet grass that produces an abun- 
dance of milk, nature’s most perfect food.” 

“We always try to supply Chattanooga 
with the very best milk possible at a price 
everyone can afford. So down goes 
the price. . 
down to 17 cents a quart 
rr Grade A pasteurized, not less than 4 
per cent butterfat. Two cents more for 
homogenized. 

“Price applies to our Tennessee stores 
only,” the ad advises. 

That means across the line in Georgia 
the same milk sells for 26 cents a quart at 
That's because there is a wall 
between Tennessee and Georgia, a tariff 
wall bv virtue of the fact that in Georgia 
the milk price is controlled. 

The grass is always greener in the oth- 
er fellow’s yard. That’s how the saying 
goes. Perhaps the grass is greener and 
more lush in Tennessee, but not so much 
greener as to explain a 7 to 9-cent a quart 
price differential. 

Green pastures make fat cattle. They 
should mean cheaper milk. They do mean 
cheaper milk in Tennessee, they haven't 
this spring in Georgia. It's a situation we 
cant forget. Nor can we understand the 
reason why.

Instead, it adopted an 
amendment sponsored by Demo 
crats requiring that he must get 
court approval in each instance of 
wiretapping.

A move toward better private nursing care for hospital 
patients was announced by officials of the Georgia Nurses’ Assn. 


yesterday. 

A research project, termed by 
officials as ‘pioneering’ and 
aimed at improving nurse-patient 
relations in the privaic duty field 
is under way, sponsored by the 
state nurses’ association. 


Details of the study were told 
by Miss Dana Hudson, Atlanta, 
head of the association's research 
committee. 

Nurses engaged in private duty 
practice in hospitals in seven 
Georgia communities are cur- 
rently being polled, Miss Hud- 
son said. Questionnaires have 


been distributed in Emory Uni- | 


versity and Georgia Baptist hos- 
pitals in Atlanta and over the 
state in Putney Memorial Hos- 
pital, Albany; University Hospi- 
tal, Augusta; City Hospital, Co 
lumbus; Macon Hospital, Macon; 
Hall County Hospital, Gainesville, 
and St. Joseph’s Hospital, Savan- 
nah. 

An educational consulting firm, 
Couey and Couey of Montgomery, 


Ala., is conducting the study, 
the official said. 

The initial questionnaire now 
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in the hands of selected Georgia 
nurses seeks personal data on the 
state’s 1,000 or more private duty 
nurses, she continued. 

Personal interviews between 
the consultants and nurses will 
follow in the summer with com- 
pletion of the study set for early 
1955.
